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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant’s election of Species A in the reply filed on 1 1-13-06 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 8-10,14,18,19,23 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic 
or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 1 1-13-06. 

Note claims 8,9,18 were not included in Applicant’s listing of withdrawn claims, but 
paragraph [0040] of Applicant’s specification confirms these claims are drawn to non- 
elected species. 



Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: paragraph 
[0033] contains a typographical error. In line 2 (of PG PUB), “and” should read -of--. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is tnost nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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5. Claimsl-5,7,9,11-13,15-17,20-22,24,25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The originally filed 
specification lacks support for “support disposed around the entire perimeter” recited in 
claims 1 ,24,25. Examiner has only found passages reciting “support disposed around 
substantially the entire perimeter”. Claims 2-5,7, 9,1 1-13,15-17,20-22 are rejected for 
depending from and including the above limitations. 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 

claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 3 and 16 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Independent claims 1 and 15 recite transition region 
thickness between 0.07-0.40 mm. Dependent claims 3 and 16 recite the thickness 
being at least 0.12 mm rendering claims 3 and 16 indefinite because, although claims 3 
and 16 further narrow the parent claims by removing 0.07-0.12 mm, claims 3 and 16 
also broaden the range by extending beyond 0.40 mm. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

9. Claims 1-5,7,11-13,15-17,20-22,24,25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Brady et al. US PN 5476513. 

10. Brady et al. disclose in figures 1-3A and c6:19-c7:62 an intraocular lens 
comprising optic 25, transition region 26, support 27, and haptics 15/17 having the 
dimensions as claimed wherein the support 27 isolates positioning forces created by 
haptics from the transition region and optic. A method of making and using are also 
disclosed as claimed (see c8:3-c9:22).
